Regulations for Rail. Traffic 


The Chinese Communist Kirin-Liaoning Army District recently joined with the 
Kirin-Heilungchiang Army District in publishing the following notice regulating 


rail traffic: 
NOTICE 


Prom: Kirin-Liaoning Army District 
Kirin-Heilungehiang Army District 


it is hereby announced that: 


a. All train schedules, railway organization and orders for all railways 
between Kirin and Tunhua, Kirin and. Harbin, and Kirin and Hailung shall be 
under the control of the Transportation Affairs Office in the Kirin main 
station. The railway betwoon Kirin and Chiutai shall be under the control 
of the Military Transportation Department of the Kirin Railway Administration 
Bureau, 

b. No locomotives, passenger cars, freight cars or flat cars will, wider any 


circumstances, be detained or hindered in transit by any troop unit, soldier, 
or any other government personnel. , 


e. Whenever cars are needed for the transportation of goods, troops or other 
passengers, documentary certification of such necessity shall be issued by 


_ military officers of at least regiment commander rank. This document shall 


be presented to the appropriate Military Transportation Department officer 
in charge of railways for approval and action. 


d. Ordinary travel passes shall be required for individuals traveling on the 
regular trains. , 
All the above provisions shall be enforced and obeyed by all military and non~ 


military personnel. Anyone violating these provisions shall be investigated 
and punished accordingly. The death sentence may be invoked if necessary.
